Apologies  to  you,  the  subscriber,  too — especially  to  any  of  you  who  hurried 
down  to  the  Bolles  Gallery  to  see  the  exhibition,  advertised  in  that  May  8-21  Folio, 
that  closed  on  May  5.  The  bunching  of  certain  kinds  of  programming  is  frequently 
intentional;  the  bunching  of  printing  and  proofreading  errors  was  decidedly  not.
